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A Memorial Day to Remember

Mattapoisett residents gathered on Memorial 
Day, which turned out to be warm and sunny Young 
children ran around, school-aged children played in the 
orchestra, participated as Boy and Girl Scout troops, or 
joined their parents in a remembrance of those gone. 
Veterans of Mattapoisett were honored by the large group 
gathered in front of the Library 

The Mattapoisett program opened with the 
Pledge of Allegiance, and continued with an opening 
speech given by Commander Michael Lamoureux. A 
prayer was offered by Richard Langhoff and then Barbara 
A. Caspar spoke and dedicated the Memorial to army 
nurse Florence Eastman. A cherry tree will be planted in 
her honor. 

The Old Hammondtown Orchestra played the 
Old Hammondtown March which was followed by an 
address by State Rep. William Straus. Mr. Straus spoke 
about the Civil War, saying, "many who died in battle did 
not come home. In many towns there was not a home- 
town graveyard to go to.'' In acknowledging this fact, Mr. 
Straus was able to voice his reason for viewing Memorial 
Day as sacred; because it gives an opportunity to honor 
those Soldiers who never made it home to their families to 
receive recognition. 

Mattapoisett Selectman Jordan C. Collyer spoke 
next about how it is "refreshing to see attendance con- 
tinue to climb" at the ceremonies. He relayed his history 
of observing Memorial Day with his family, and how it 
has always been an important holiday to him. Mr. Col- 
lyer pointed out that in preparing for this address he had 
googled Memorial Day and the results were not what he 
was expecting. Instead of a description of remembrance, 
he found grilling tips. It seemed to him that while Me- 
morial Day certainly signifies a beginning of summer to 
many, the real purpose of remembering those who lost 
their lives for our freedom should not be overlooked. 

The Orchestra played "America," and then a 
Memorial Day Message was delivered by Veteran's Agent 
Barry Denham. Mr. Denham chose to speak about the im- 
portance of Veteran's services. He said, "It is our responsi- 
bility to each Vet that through these tough economic times 
we do not cut their services. They've done their part; now 
let's do our part by retaining these services." 

The Orchestra played again and the Gettysburg 
Address was delivered by ORR Jr. High student Teddy 
Costa. 

The Final speaker, LTC Scott J. Halverson, of 
Newport Naval War College, addressed the crowd. He 
brought a touching amount of emotion to the event and 
described "my personal privilege these past twenty years 
to serve alongside some of the people we are honoring 
today." 

Not only were the people of Mattapoisett think- 
ing of those who had lost their lives for the greater good, 
but the children of Rochester also made an effort to honor 
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them, by planting flowers. The entire second grade at 
Rochester Memorial School, along with their teachers, 
walked to the Memorial by the school to plant flowers 
donated by the Fire Department. The Firefighters, Police- 
men and parents escorted the children in what is now 
becoming a Rochester tradition; this being the sixth year 
this field trip has taken place. 

Connie Holt, one of the second grade teachers, 
spoke about the event: how the children talked about

Marion Annual Election 
Marion Voters Turn Down Sweeper 

There was a very light turnout of voters in Marion 
for the Annual Election on Friday May 22, 2009. A total of 
462 people made the choices on two contested races and 
one ballot question. 

On the single question on the ballot voters turned 
down purchasing a street sweeper by 33 votes, 200 people 
voted yes, 233 voted no. 

In the race for a three-year position for the Board 
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of Heath John B. Howard won with 226 votes against Jon- 
athan Howland with 205 votes. The only other contested 
race was for two seats on the Marion School Committee in 
which Joseph A Scott received 274 votes and Jay Pateakos 
received 196 votes to win over Jeremiah L. Garcia who 
received 182 votes. 

In uncontested races Roger Blanchette will con- 
tinue as Selectman for another three years and received 
356 votes. Other results included: Ray Pickles, Assessor, 
358 votes; David Titus, Moderator, 375 votes; Elizabeth 
Dunn, Board of Health two year seat, 373 votes; Stephen 
Gonsalves, Planning Board, 326 votes; John Sweney, 
Planning Board, 252 votes; and Sue Maxwell Lewis, Open 
Space Acquisition Commission, 326 votes.

A drive through Rochester's country lanes on any 
given spring day is a like stroll through time. From the

there I would see water everywhere, collapsed build- 
ings, and people sleeping in tents. I was completely 
wrong. From the air it looked like a normal city. On the 
ground it looked mostly the same, but for all the trash and 
an under-construction house here and there. The people 
though, were looking sad and lost. It affected the adults 
a whole lot, but the kids were kids. Some sat around and 
goofed off and some were more mature.'' 

The group worked both on rebuilding houses and 
visiting elementary schools to talk to the students about 
how to deal with bullying. When not working hard to 
help, the group was able to walk through the streets and 
explore the city. The French Quarter was not as damaged 
in the hurricane and offered a true sense of New Orleans 
culture and history 

While busy repairing and exploring, the eight 
members also had time to observe the impact their time 
and effort had on the people of New Orleans. "People we 
met were so grateful; they told us how important it was 
that people had come and were continuing to come" said 
Mr. Eklund. "The love they felt gave them hope." 

The Church worked through the Saint Bernard 
Program, an organization just south of New Orleans. Liz 
McCartney, co-founder of the project along with Zack 
Rosenburg, won the CNN Hero of the Year Award. Their 
organization is always looking for volunteers, and infor- 
mation about the program can be found at their website;

The regular monthly meeting of the Marion 
School Committee was held at 6:30 pm on Wednesday, 
May 20, 2009 in the Etta Hix- Allen Library at Sippican 
School. 

Chairman McCarthy opened the meeting with 
brief remarks honoring Sippican parents Jim and Laura 
O'Rourke, parents of Zachary (Class of 2004), Andrew 
(Class of 2006), and Julia (Class of 2009) for their volun- 
teer service to the school for the past nine years. In a let- 
ter to the O'Rourkes, Ms. McCarthy said, ''Your involve- 
ment in so many areas is to be commended. Between 
coaching basketball, overseeing Student Council, holding 
Mock Trials, and organizing the staff versus students 
basketball game, you have gone above and beyond for 
the students at Sippican School.'' In a testimony to their 
volunteer spirit, only Dr. O'Rourke was present for the 
recognition ceremony, as Mrs. O'Rourke was chaperoning 
the 6th Grade hiking trip in New Hampshire. A copy of 
Dr. Seuss' Butter Battle Book will be inscribed in honor of 
the O'Rourkes and placed in the school library. 

The Committee then opened its annual Public 
Hearing on school choice. "Sippican School has remained 
out of school choice since it began in the early 1990s, and 
I recommend that you continue that," Superintendent 
Cooper said.

Insect Bites 

My dog came inside from his run with a number of 1/2 inch 
red marks on his belly that were shaped like bullseyes. Are 
these from deer tick bites? Does it mean that he will get 
Lyme Disease? 

Because of the mild winter, this spring has been especially 
bad for black flies and biting gnats. These are the small 
flies that circle your head in the morning and evening. 
When they bite a dog, usually on the belly and ears where 
the hair is thin, they leave a characteristic buUseye shaped 
mark. 

Is there a way to prevent him from being attacked by these 

flies? 

Try putting Avon Skin So Soft on the areas that have a thin 
hair cover.

children enrolled in only half-day kindergarten. To staff 
that section. Dr. Cooper recommends that the Commit- 
tee meet with the Marion Finance Committee and request 
use of the monies saved from bus route consolidation 
to enable the Committee to hire a .6 FTE teacher for that 
section.

Terminated

Terminator Salvation. Starring Christian Bale and Sam 
Worthington. Directed by McG. Running time: 130 
minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

Shane Hurlbut should be proud of his work on 
Terminator Salvation. Hurlbut, you may or may not recall, 
was the cinematographer who so displeased star Christian 
Bale on the set of this latest Terminator film that Bale 
unleashed an instantly infamous firestorm of invective 
upon him. Annoying Bale was worth it, though: the 
lighting is crisp and organic in a way that few apocalyptic 
epics (which tend to the blanched and bleak) are anymore. 
And the director, McG (given name: Joseph McGinty 
Nichol), stages the action cleanly if not always credibly. 
Terminator Salvation is an example of high craft in the 
service of an oppressively dull story. 

I'm of the mind that when James Cameron (who 
helmed the first two classic Terminator entries) left the 
franchise, he took the fun with him. Cameron never 
seemed to be taking the saga's doomsday fetish all that 
seriously — he laid out each set piece with a mischievous 
cackle. The cackle, and the crackle, have been what's 
missing from the series — in 2003 's Terminator: Rise of 
the Machines and now here. Bale's John Connor, destined 
to save what's left of humanity by leading the resistance 
against the killer machines, is dour and exhausted; the 
weight of not only the world but the very future itself lies 
heavy on his shoulders. We almost forget that this is the 
same character who, in the person of the prankish Edward 
Furlong in T2, taught the T-800 (Arnold Schwarzenegger) 
how to smile and give high-fives. 

We don't see even a flicker of that personality in 
the gloomy adult John. And I feel like saying, Y'know, 
it's okay for a dystopian hero to crack a smile every few 
weeks, or at the very least act as though he has some 
of the humanity he's fated to protect. (The more I think 
back on 1995's Tank Girl, the more I appreciate it for 
being perhaps the only post-apocalyptic sci-fi movie that 
manages to be colorful and perky) The other humans 
aren't all that well fleshed out, either (reminder: Cameron 
managed to get us to care about his people — this isn't 
solely the province of art-house flicks), which is near-fatal 
in a story that purports to probe the difference between 
man and machine when the movie introduces a character 




(Sam Worthington) who's both. 

After The Dark Knight and razor-intense 
performances in indies like The Machinist and Harsh 
Times, I would dearly love to see Christian Bale kick back 
in a movie, relax, wear a Hawaiian shirt or something, hit 
on girls and laugh a lot. A typical Matthew McConaughey 
role. Temple-throbbing rage may come a little too easily 
to Bale (as Shane Hurlbut can attest). Schwarzenegger 
in his Terminator films was funnier than Bale is here. 
And Bale has zero rapport with anyone onscreen, as 
if he had the same irascible, don't-get-in-my-eyeline 
relationship with everyone on the set as he did with the 
cinematographer. If it's anyone's movie, it's probably 
Anton Yelchin as Kyle Reese, who will grow up to be 
Michael Biehn's character in the first Terminator and go 
back to 1984 to sire John Connor himself. Yelchin, who's 
twenty but still looks sixteen, plays Reese with a useful 
mix of hard-bitten experience and youthful fear. Reese 
will, alas, grow up to be as humorless as John Connor, but 
James Cameron sensibly didn't ask Reese to anchor The 
Terminator. 

And what is McG, director of the irrepressible 
Charlie's Angels movies (I persist in enjoying them 
immensely; the rest of you will catch up one day), doing 
at the helm of a clanking gloomcookie like Terminator 
Salvationl Vestiges of the old McG, a new master of 
bubbly, fresh-air, gleefully ridiculous action sequences, 
pop up here and there, mostly in scenes involving robot 
motorcycles zipping down the highway, swerving around 
explosions and debris. They're great fun. Elsewhere it's 
the same old shoot-and-bash that Cameron pushed to 
the limit eighteen years ago and then wisely abandoned. 
I'm pretty sure of two things: there really shouldn't be 
any more Terminator films; and if there are, McG should 
likewise move on.

site, so that kids from 4 to 104 can experience the transfor- 
mational adventure of turtle exploration and discovery. 

In lights and sounds, turtles will wake from a 
long winter slumber to emerge from primordial ooze and 
bask in spring sunshine. Once warm and active, adults 
will wander into the singles' bar, known less affection- 
ately, albeit more scientifically, as a mating aggregation. 
Weeks later, females will trek over obstacles to reach their 
natal nesting sites and deposit a clutch of eggs represent- 
ing the next potential generation of turtles. As the season 
progresses, hatchlings will puncture their eggs with a 
singular egg tooth and emerge from the sand to take their 
first breath of life as they scramble to the relative safety of 
nursery habitats. 

Whether a threatened diamondback terrapin or 
a protected Eastern box turtle, these listed species will 
reveal secrets about what makes shelled critters such 
wild and wonderful bellwether species within nature. As 
their populations tumble, so goes the quality of the world 
around us. As they prosper, we see positive advances in 
the quality of our own lives, too. 
Five species of endangered and threatened sea turtles 
that inhabit our bays and coastline will visit the Meet- 
ing House virtually. A 950-pound leatherback sea turtle, 
mortally trapped in lobster buoy lines, will be disentan- 
gled and rescued. The audience will patrol storm tossed 
beaches of Cape Cod Bay in a fall nor'easter to rescue the 
most endangered sea turtles in the world, Kemp's ridleys.
